AN IMPORTANT CRISIS. 

The present election is a very important 
one for Victoria. This city has many aud 
bitter enemies. They have lately shown 
their band. It is now known what they 
would do if they had the opportunity, and 
they are determined, if they can, to obtain 
power by hook or by crook.

UNCLE SAM'S FARM. 

The people of Croat Britain have been 
taken by surprise to find that nearly all the 
public land in the United States is taken 
up. It is UOW known lhat the United 
States has at. its disposal only 100,000 
square miles of territory. This will soon 
be all occupied, and Uncle Sam will no 
longer have a farm for any one, citizen or 
foreigner. It was supposed that the public 
domain of the United States was practically 
inexhaustible. Any one who, twenty years 
ago, would be so venturesome as to foretell 
that before the year '2000 the wilderness 
land of tho United States would be all in 
private hands would be looked upon as a 
lunatic. Canada is now a far more promis- 
ing held for emigration than the United 
States. There is an almost unlimited area 
of cultivatable land in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories. It is calculated that Canada lias 
yet some 400,000 square miles of public 
land awaiting settlement. There is, too, in 
South America an immense extent of good 
laud, of which no use has yet been made. 
The time is at hand when the stream of 
emigration from Europe must of necessity 
take new directions. The United States 
cannot much longer afford a home for the 
land-hungry people of the Old World. 
There are people in the United States who 
view with alarm the immigration of millions 
who do not speak the language of the conn 
try and who do not understand what free- 
dom means. 

THE "WORRYING" BUSINESS. 

It is not pleasant to read in our special 
despatch from Ottawa that Mr. "Earle has 
been devoting the whole week to worrying 
the officials of the fisheries department re- 
lative to the revision of the fishery regula 
lions. " The representatives of British Co- 
lumbia in the Dominion Parliament should 
not be under the necessity of teaching th 
officials of the department their duty, or of 
"worrying" them in order to get the busi 
ness of the department done in a common 
sense way. The officials of the department 
of fisheries in Ottawa appear to be un teach- 
able They evidently know nothing uhou 
the way in which the salmon fishery in tin 
province is conducted, and they will not learn 
from those who do know. They appear t 
treat the advice and recommendations of th 
provincial inspector, Mr. Thomas Mowat, 
with contempt. lie is an intelligent, pains- 
taking and conscientious official. He is or 
the spot, and he knows how the risheriei 
ought to be regulated ; but th< 
Ottawa wise-acres are too self-auffi 
cient to learn anything from htm. A dele 
gation of canners wont to Ottawa a few 
months ago in order to represent their ease 
fully to the Department and to the Govern 
ment. They bail several interviews with 
the Minister and his subordinates. Tl 
were politely treated and, as they thoug! 
attentively heard. But after they came 
home they found that their recommenda 
tions were disregorded and their representa- 
tions either misunderstood or disbelieved 
The regulations were in almost every re- 
spect different, from what they were led to 
expect they would be. The work of advisin 
and enlightening the Department had all to 
be done over again. The Hoard of Trad 
had to send a remonstrance, and the repre 
sentatives of Victoria were obliged to 
" worry " the ollicials in order that the 
canners might be able to go on with theii 
work unhampered by senseless restrictions 
devised by men who know nothing about 
the salmon fishing, and who are too con 
ceited to take advice. 

Members of Parliament are not sent 
to Ottawa to ilama' attendance 
upon Ministers thai they may ob- 
tain as favors what, the different provinces 
have n right to receive. Neither is it a part 
of the duty of members of Parliament, to in- 
struct ignorant or to stimulate neglectful 
officials. 

It is too bad to pee so important an indus- 
try as salmon packing in British Columbia 
placed at tho mercy of a set, of ignorant, 
aud self-opinionated ollicials. The Govern- 
ment should take measures to inform itself 
thoroughly as to the condition and the re- 
quirements of that industry. The Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries should pay British 
Columbia a visit during the fiBhing season 
to see how the work is done and to obtain 
the information he needs at li rut baud, on 
Ibe spot, from men who know all that is 
known about it. If be 1ms not time to do this 
n commission of intelligent men, unconnect- 
ed with any Government, dopartment,should 
be sent to tho province to collect the infor- 
mation which the Government requires in 

order to be able to deal with the Pacific 
Coast salmon fishery intelligently and effec- 
tively. A similar commission was, two or 

three years ago, appointed to enquire Into 
the lobster fishery of the eastern Maritime 
provinces; and the salmon fishery of British 

Columbia is of much more value than the 
lobster fishery of the east. 

If this were done the regulations for the 

direction of ibe salmon fishery rvould hot 
need to be revised and re-rcviscd, and thu 
time Of members of Parliament would not

LUCK IN THE NEW MOON 

The potency of lunar influence in 
worldly matters was at one time al- 
most universally acknowledged, and 
even now many of the errors and su- 
perstitions connected with the moon 
still bold their ground among the rus- 
tic population of the country.

the increase or near the full. One 
sometinres moets with the'Buperstitu- 
tion that when the moon comes in and 
goes out on Sunday, seed planted 
during that month will not -row. 
Hair, it is said, should he cut at t lie 
new moon, otherwise if is liable to 
fall oil'; corns, on the othi r hand, 
should be cut during the waning of 
the moon, in order that they may 
gradually diminish and ultimately 
disappear. 

It is customary with country people 
to bow or courtesy to the new moon, 
and by some it is also supposed that a 
wish made at such a time will be 
gratified. It is held, too, thai I he 
mmiey in one's pocket should lie 
turned for luck. To see the new 
moon through glass, however, is con- 
sidered unlucky. When the no. on is 
on its back, that is to say. with the 
horns of the crescent pointing up- 
ward, it is thought by some to indi- 
cate frost. Sharp horns of the new 
moon are supposed to presage wind, 
and when the outline of thu entire 
planet can he traced it was, in Scot- 
land, looked upon as a sign of Lad 
weather.

OLD NEW YORK TAVERNS. 

Many of the signs which hung upon 
New York taverns were of English 
origins, some of great antiquity. The 
White Lion — a lion rampant, painted 
white, and set into the wall at St. 
John's, Clerkenwell— was a note 1 re- 
sort of cattle drovers. The King's 
Head and the Queen's Head, bearing 
the image of the reigning sovereign, 
wero common in all parts of the King- 
dom. There were numberless signs 
of the Coach and Horses in London 
alone. The Three Pigeons is as old 
as Hun Johnson, and frequently met 
with; so was the Fighting Cocks at 
Stafford, where this sport was in 
fashion. Dr. Samuel Jehus. in li ts 
inado the Pineapple famous. It was 
originally used by confectioners, but 
later by innkeepers also. The Globe 
is familiar to all literary men. The 
"Dog's ilead in the Pot," of great 
antiquity, had little to recommend it, 
save to the scum of socio y, emblem 
as it was fr in early time of slovenly 
housewifery and mean accommoda- 
tion. Strange to say, however, that 
while there exist innumerable ex 
auiples of the White Horse in Eng- 
land, the recent exhaustive researches 
into the history i f signboards have 
not brought lo light that of the Black 
Horse, which' was in frequent use in 
the American Colonies. 

He that would understand the 
story of Now York signs must not he 
misled by the idea that they wore 
fixtures. On the contrary, they were 
as much property as trade marks are 
to-day, and migratory as their >wne s, 
the inu-keepors, who must bear the 
palm for restlessness. For illustra- 
tion : The King's Arms hung in 1753 
from a house in Broad street, near 
the London bridge, where Mrs. 
Lightfoot was the hostess, in 1763 
was taken by Mrs. Surah Steele to 
the lower end of Broadway, opposite 
the fort; in 1764, by Edward Harden, 
to the upper end of Broadway, facing 
the Commons, wdio in turn ceded it 
in J7<»7 to his successor, Do la Mon- 
tague, who held it till the Revolution, 
in 1775. The Hanoverian Kings 
wore in small favor in the city, and 
their image did not prove attractive. 
In 1778, when the British were in 
occupation, Loosely and Elma swung 
out the head of obstinate George 111 
on Brownejolm's Wharf, and recruited 
privateers to prey on the commerce 
of tho patriots, and it crossed the 
river with them to the Long Island 
side of the Brooklyn ferry the year 
following.

Senator Bellerose, i II the 
motion for the third reading, shouted out 
in Wrathy tones, "it's a shame, a shame," 
and expressing the wish that he were in 
England, for there he would obtain that 
fair play which he could not get 
in this British colony, where his 
people were crushed. This gen- 
tleman is one of those who have got 
tho idea into their heads that Canada is 
to become a French country and lie is 
earnest in the belief that on the 
banks of tho St. Lawrence there will ho 
created a great French nationality. A 
brother senator from down by the sea 
told Mr. Bellerose, however, that the 
sooner he got rid of this notion the bet- 
ter it would bo for tho peace of the coun- 
try as Canada was destined to bo a Brit- 
ish colony no matter wdiat tho French- 
Canadians might do. 

Mtt. charlton's vote or censure. 

About midnight on Thursday evening 
Mr. John Charlton looked a pretty sick 
man.

It la a PWo from tho First Railway West 
ot tlio Alleglianles — A Fatal Accident 
Causes tho management to Substitute 
norsi, Power for Steam. 

State Librarian Thompson, through tho 
suggestion of Col. John O. Hodges, of 
Lexington, and the courtesy of Vice Pres- 
ident M. H. Smith of the Louisville and 
Nashville rail road, was put into possession 
of a relic for the state library, which has 
an interesting bit of history attached to 
it. Tho relic consists of two large stones, 
each about four feet long, eighteen inches 
wide and twelve inches deep. One stone 
is hollowed out, on the top, the full length 
of the middle, about two and one-half 
inches wide and two inches deep. On tho 
edge of this chiseled indentation is a flat 
strip of bar iron about two and one-half 
inches wide, fastened with iron spikes 
driven int., drilled holes in the stone. 
The other stono has tho bar iron fastened 
at the edge of the outer surface. Theso 
stones tire all that is left of the first rail- 
road west of tho Alleghany mountains, 
and the second railroad ever built iv tho 
United States. 

STONES FOR STMNGEUS. 
Tho road had its beginning in Lexing- 
ton, Oct, '21, 1831, when tho "corner 
stone" was laid with appropriate public 
demonstrations. It was finished to this 
city, a distance of twenty-eight miles, 
in December, 1835, stono sills like a lino 
of broad flat street curbing in cities, tak- 
ing the place of what is now- culled string- 
ers, to which the rails were fastened. 
The ordinary straight or slightly curving 
lines of the road were constructed with 
plain flat surface stones, but for tho av- 
erage or heavy curves, tho stones with a 
chiseled gutter way in tho center were 
used as u double precaution to keep tho 
flange of the wdieel from jumping tho 
rails. 

The engineers of the day claimed that 
the road was tho safest and most sub- 
stantial that could be built, but it was 
found that for any length of time the 
action of the machinery pressing heavily 
against the edge of tho stone rendered it 
liable to wear and crumble, requiring 
constant attention at a great expense to 
keep the road in good repair. Despite 
all this care and cost In the construction 
this road had the honor of the first rail- 
road accident in the United States. This 
accident occurred in March, 1835, at a 
point about two miles the other sido of 
this city. From a report of Thomas 
Smith, president of the Lexington and 
Ohio railroad, of which the Lexington 
nnd Frankfort was a part, published in 
1830 and reproduced by Col. John O. 
Hodges for bis March number of The 
Trades Journal, the following excerpt is 
taken: 

"Notwithstanding theso precautions on 
the occasions alluded to. the flanges of 
tho wheels of the engine, while passing 
with the usual speed over an embank- 
ment, lost their hold upon the rails, and 
befoK! the brakes could be used the en- 
gine and several cars, one of them con- 
taining a large number of passengers, 
were upset and broken. Two individu- 
als were killed and several wounded. It 
is probably not within the scope of human 
invention to devise a means of traveling 
entirely free from nil hazard." 

WHAT ONIE ACCIDENT DID. 

railroad was built by Joseph Bruen, of 
Lexington, in 1S35. It had tin upright 
boiler and two upright cylinders and 
lever beams, both attached to one axlo, 
with crooks at right angles. Bruen got 
his idea from Thomas H. Barlow, who, 
it was claimed, built the first locomotive 
in the world at Lexington, 1826-27, 
Barlow bad a car for two passengers at- 
tached to his locomotive, which had 
power to ascend an elevation eighty feet 
to tho mile. In May, 38'37, it was opened 
for public exhibition in a largo roomover 
Joseph Bruen's machine shop, where an 
oval track around tho room was con- 
structed. This was tho first train in 
western America. Gen. Leslie Combs 
and Dr. W. S. Chipley rodo in it at fifty 
cents a trip. Tho locomotive was after- 
ward exhibited in Louisville .and other 
cities in the south. 

Tho accident referred to, "in conse- 
quence of the respectability of the suf- 
ferers and 1 be novelty of the i iceurrence," 
directed public attention so strongly to 
it that the company substituted horse for 
steam power in the transportation of 
passengers. This primitive mode of con- 
structing and conducting a railroad waa 
continued until 1812, when a change of 
ownership brought with it a change from 
etono to wooden stringers and a return 
to steam from horse power. An inclined 
plane at Arsenal Hill, in this city, was in 
use until 1819, when the tunnel was com- 
pleted to givo entrance to the city and 
connections with the division of the road 
to Louisville, a part of which, from tho 
center of Louisville to the Portland 
wharf, bad long been in successful oper- 
ation.— Frankfort (Ky.) Cor. Louisville 
Courier-Journal.

These auto- 
matic couplers were brought into use un- 
der the law of 1884, w hich provided for 
the putting of such couplers on all new 
cars built or old ones repaired. In ac- 
cordance with the automatic car coup- 
ling law of last year all freight cars used 
in this state will have to be so equipped 
by Jan. 1, 181)2.— New York Telegram.

Too much stress cannot be laid upon 
the fact that the business of the City of 
Victoria is established upon an especially 
sound basis. During the first three 
months of tho present year slio only ex- 
perienced one small failure, with liabilities 
of §2,000, while throughout the province 
there wore eight failures with liabilities 
of§:',4,800 and assets $10,800. During 
the months of April and May thus far 
there have been twelve failures in the 
province, with liabilities of $39,000, and 
assets ^27, 400, only one or two of them 
being in the city, and the liability exceed- 
ing small. An analysis of Messrs. U. G. 
Dnn & Co. 's statement of failures in the 
Dominion shows that, during tin- first 
three months of the year the aver- 
ago amount of the liabilities of each in- 
solvent was, in Quebec $12,595; Manitoba, 
$11,341; Prince Edward Island, $8,099; 
Ontario $6,940; Nova Scotia, $5,835; 
Now Brunswick, $4,938, and British Co- 
lumbia $4,350. This is an excellent 
showing for our city and province and 
speaks well for is future. In some 
parts of the province cash is regarded as 
being rather scarce, but, in the cities, the 
large investments that are taking place 
in real estate show that there is more 
than enough money for purposes of trade, 
as we hear that in no way is legitimate 
business suffering from want ■ f funds. 
Possibly in Vancouver, if our informa- 
tion be correct, stocks of some kinds of 
goods are heavier than are in any way 
necessary and, if this be the case, cau- 
tion on the part of both sellers and buy- 
ers at wholesale is generally necessary. 

In a recent circular Messrs. Simpson it 
Mason, of London, report of the British 
timber market as follows : I'ine Deals, 
etc., firmer, especially for the lower qual- 
ities, and the stock is well held. Spruce. 
A fair business reported by private 
treaty, also at auction, Oak moves very 
slowly. In London there is bul a poor 
uncertain demand; scarcely f.O.b. 
prices aro sometimes offered. 

The New York Commercial Bulletin 
says that as far as California oranges 
are concerned, it i.s pot behoved many 
will come to Now York, the competi- 
tion to which they are subjected not 
Uowing high enough prices. The late 
itrus fair opened the eyes of many to 
the good qualities of California oranges, 
nevertheless, the high freight, rates act 
as an effectual barrier. With California 
green fruit very rapid progress is being 
made, and more commission men will re- 
ceive fruit during the coming season than 
ever before. California cherries aie ex- 
pected to bo at least two weeks late, 
which is also the case with apricots and 
poaches. 

What with tho great damage to Cuba, 
which has been without rain of any im- 
portance since October, J USD, causing the 
crop of sugar to dwindle down from an 
estimate of over 700,000 tons to about 
500,000 tons ; the loss of many fine cattle, 
the destruction of tho winter crop of 
coi n, damage to tho tobacco crop, and 
the drying up of the line arable lands 
tilled for the supply of tho markets, tho 
present condition of tho island is deplor- 
able, while bands of outlaws are over- 
riding the country.
